PPORTUNITY OF THE CENTURY: By the time this is read, a 

great Conference of 30 Nations, representing over 1,200,000,000 
people in Asia and Africa, will be meeting in Bandung, Indonesia. We 
pray that our press will give it good and honest coverage, and that our 
readers will study all reports of it. From what we have gleaned through 
watching the foreign press, and from interviews with Asian nationals, the 
chief aims of this conference will be: 


1. To encourage member nations to assert their will to independ- 
ence and to independent action, for, excepting Japan, they have all been 
under the recent imperial rule of Britain, France, Holland or, in the case 
of the Philippines, the U. S. These people of Asia-Africa fear and hate 
communism, but they also fear any indication or threat of a reinstate- 
ment of Western domination. The presence of our fleets and armies 
on their doorsteps, the attitude of many of our military commanders and 
congressmen, the pressing way American business interests follow the 
fleet and capitalize upon American bases abroad, and the very tone and 
content of our press (remember the talk of “the American century”) — 
all these indications have caused grave concern. 

2. The Asian-African nations will also seek to draw together in 
programs and pacts of mutual aid and self help, to push great economic 
reforms and the development of Asian-African resources. 

THE U. S. COULD BE FRIENDLY: Since the U. S. has been 
the least imperialistic of all colonial powers and since the one Asian colony 
we fell heir to, the Philippines, will be most ably represented by Ameri- 
ca’s good friend, Gen. Romulo, this Conference affords the U. S. a maxi- 
mum opportunity for gaining goodwill, prestige and influence. Will the 
prejudices and military fixations that hold our official life in such a con- 
vulsive grip permit us to see and use this great opportunity? 

As these nations make plans to increase food production, enlarge 
their natural resources, increase trade, and other efforts which will re- 
quire technical skill, direction and finance, no one stands so well prepared 
to render effective aid as the U. S. Yes, Red China will be there, and some 
of our militarized rivet-heads in and out of Congress will try to block any 
contact we might have with Bandung. But the fact that Red China is 
there — and can offer nothing but “political” advice and propaganda — 
only enlarges the opportunity, for hungry impoverished China stands 
neediest of all. Russia’s offers of help, of which there will be plenty, will 
be full of sham and shoddiness in terms of the actual contribution they 
can make in contrast to the immense technological skill and achieve- 
ments the U. S. has to offer. If free capitalism wants to sell itself and its 
truly miraculous achievements to tomorrow’s world, this is the time. 


THAT RED CHINA IS THERE is also important because one of 
the prime aims of the Conference is to create circumstances in which Red 
China will be forced to declare its attitude and the nature of its intention 
towards its Asian neighbors through coming years. If the Peking Reds con- 
tinue their Marxist mission of violent world revolution, these are the na- 
tions that will become the victims. It puts Red China in a dilemma which 
well may provide the turning point of the Marxist revolution in Asia. The 
Peking Reds have propagandized so vociferously about “Asia for the 
Asiatics,” “freedom of colored peoples from white domination,” “the 


wealth of the world belongs to the people” that not to cooperate whole-

Higher Education 

A growing problem in American 
life arises out of increasing speciali- 
zation in education. Men and wom- 
en who become highly proficient in 
the chemistry that produces hard 
surface plastics are costly failures in 
producing enduring human relations; 
men who can build electronic calcu- 
lators can envision no solution for 
juvenile crime. The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and other 
advanced technical schools are be- 
ginning to put more emphasis on 
sociology and philosophy and are 
recognizing the need for a spiritual 
understanding of our times by sci- 
entists and technicians who are hav- 
ing such an important role in the 
material aspects of our world. (BTL, 
Nov. 1, 54) 


An interesting corollary to this 
trend here is the effort of the Amer- 
ican Foreign Missions Boards to 
provide similar studies in philoso- 
phy, sociology and religious sub- 
jects in great foreign university 
centers. For instance, adjacent to 
the national university in Bangkok, 
Thailand, the Presbyterian Church 
maintains a student center offering 
seminars, lectures and forums on 
subjects which are completely ig- 
nored by the university proper, in 
its concentration on science and 
technical . training. The university 
provides courses in the established 
Asiatic religion and philosophy, 
but has no courses that touch any 
of the Western philosophies and re- 
ligions essential for an understand- 
ing of the background which pro- 
duced the Western sciences and 
technology and necessary for a wise 
application of the scientific knowl- 
edge. The student center concen- 
trates on this area of study. 

AMERICAN BUSINESS LEAD- 
ERS have also been concerned be- 
cause the experts in technical fields 
have tended to be too narowly fo- 
cussed, too little aware of the social 
and moral problems around them. A

large industrial organization is now 
experimenting with a re-education 
plan for picked young executives in 
management and technical areas. 
The Bell Telephone System recently 
sponsored the Institute of Human- 
istic Studies for Executives, on the 
campus of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, which offers an intensive 
10-month course in liberal arts sub- 
jects. “A well-trained man knows 
how to answer questions. . . an edu- 
cated man knows what questions 
are worth asking,” explains E. Dig- 
by Baltzell in Harper’s Magazine for 
March, writing on the experiment. 
Seventeen Bell executives were 
selected from various parts of the 
U. S., 15 of whom were college 
graduates; most of them between 
35 and 40. Each man was granted 
a 10-month leave of absence with 
full salary from his regular job to 
pursue a program of lectures, dis- 
cussions and seminars, under some 
of America’s leading intellectuals— 
among the 160 scholars appearing 
before the group, were Lewis 
Mumford, Cylde Kluckhohn, W. H. 
Auden, Delmore Schwartz, Henry 
Steele Commager, Virgil Thomson, 
Ludwig Lewissohn, and others. 
The program also included visits 
to museums and art galleries, at- 
tendance at the theater, opera and 
symphony, the study of outstanding 
examples of residential and institu- 
tional architecture in the New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington area. 
The classwork started off with a 
highly concentrated study of sys- 
tematic logic, Oriental and Euro- 
pean history and art, ranged through 
such modern works as James 
Joyce’s Ulysses, Ezra Pound’s po- 
etry, all a far cry from the Ameri- 
can suburban groove and business 
routine; the final period considered 
American Civilization, the making 
of the Constitution, the Haymarket 
Riot and the industrialization of 
America with Sister Carrie, Main 
Street and other such American 
works presented for their meaning 
in the evolving cultural pattern. 
Someday perhaps, “men will be 
‘trained’ in their teens and ‘educat- 
ed’ in their thirties,” comments Mr. 
Baltzell. “While twenty may be the 
best age for learning mathematics, 
chemistry or engineering, maybe 
Hamlet or Faust are better under- 
stood in maturity.” The executives 
feel that they returned to their jobs 
with a wider outlook, sharper judg- 
ment, more alertness and confi- 
dence. They are reading more in- 
telligently, buying books, joining in 
the more stimulating activities of 
their communities. The Bell Sys- 
tem thinks such interests belong to 
the type of executives who will be 
making future decisions for them. 
Will other corporations follow this 
trend?

heartedly in the first great Pan Asian-African conference in history would 
mark them with the sign of the beast. So Red China will be put more on 
the spot than any Western diplomatic coup could possibly have achieved. 
It is known among diplomats that this has been one of the special projects 
of Nehru in shaping up the Conference. President Eisenhower and Har- 
old Stassen have both wistfully suggested that we make gestures of under- 
standing and sympathy towards the aim of the Bandung Conference. Will 
these steps be taken? Harold Stassen, as the head of our new Cabinet post 
on Disarmament and as titular head of our Foreign Aid program, should 
be sent to Bandung. As a Republican and a Christian whose political at- 
titudes do not negate his Christian profession, Harold Stassen would rep- 
resent us well. Democrat Chester Bowles, of equal stature, whose remark- 
able achievements as ambassador to India were cut short by back alley 
GOP politics, should also be sent. 


HE NEXT 60 DAYS are being labeled as the most dangerous since 

World War II. In our last release we dealt with the futility of mak- 
ing war on Red China, because we would be making war on a revolution 
and not on a nation. All of our strategy and equipment is still traditional 
militarism — men, guns, ships, planes, bombs — to strike in beautiful and 
orderly sequence. But suppose the army we’re after isn’t there? Revolu- 
tionary warfare is different. Our military have never been up against it 
except in spots in Korea, and each time we did badly and learned little. 
You cannot make decisive, mechanized war against a revolution. There 
are also great sociological factors in the situation such as — 


RED TYRANNY VS. WHITE SUPREMACY: The Communists 
have stirred up all of Asia afresh over the “Imperialist — White Suprem- 
acy” issue, as a study of their propaganda reveals. And our military-diplo- 
mats continue to ignore this impassioned issue, as a study of our propa- 
ganda reveals. We blast away about the virtues of our freedom and capi- 
talism and the need of saving Asia from communism, when literally hun- 
dreds of millions who live in mud huts don’t give a hoot about capitalism 
or freedom, for they’ve had little of either and only know of commu- 
nism as a word used by the intense young men who slip into their villages 
and talk about driving out “the white bankers and traders, and their 
stooges, the big landowners and rice profiteers.” 


That is going on all up and down the coast of Indochina, Thailand, 
Indonesia and Malaya and in 10,000 villages in Red China where the peo- 
ple have learned the deception and tyranny behind the Communist prom- 
ises. They want to be free but they don’t want the “freedom” of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s unspeakably corrupt overlordship which was not freedom, “but 
a kind of charted chaos steeped in hopeless poverty, with bribe-taking and 
squeeze, the plunder and looting of Chiang’s armies — and with the Brit- 
ish police and American marines in the background to support it.” These 
words are not ours but were written to your editor by a Chinese graduate 
student living in America whose family has suffered much under the Reds 
and would stand to gain greatly by their elimination. 

THIS IS THE REAL AREA OF CRISIS IN ASIA — which our 
weapons cannot reach. And if we start dropping atom bombs on these, 
the real forces of Asia, we will only enormously widen the poverty and 
chaos which feeds the Red revolution. 

The table-banging admirals, the senators who demand we go into 
action in China, all want to start killing people — when we need to start 
winning people. And so the Reds continue to out-think and out-maneuver 
us. (Of course, Sen. Knowland and his war brigade would hotly deny they 
want to start killing people, but atom bombs don’t just give folks perma- 
nent waves or plant lily bulbs. And Sen. Knowland and his clique are 
urging the use of atom bombs.) 

There are many other military men, among them the President, 
and many congressmen, who are not extremists, who are truly defense- 
minded and rational, but they are scarcely being heard. 

COMMUNIST DOCTRINAIRE AND STRATEGY: It is impor- 
tant to note that the very men who are demanding that we go to war 
against China, and who get the headlines, are the ones who reveal them- 
selves to be incredibly ignorant of the basic Communist strategy and 
revolutionary doctrinaire. This is not just a guess. They revealed them- 
selves to be unaware three years ago when they loudly claimed that Chiang 
would reconquer China if he were rearmed and “unleashed.” Chiang 
was rearmed and unleashed — and nothing happened, simply because it 
couldn’t happen in view of the revolutionary state of China and Asia. 
These same men warned that Russia was going to attack in Germany at 
any moment during the tense days of the Berlin seige when only the air- 
lift saved West Berlin from collapse. “When Russia strikes” was their 
watch word. Communism has made several advances since then but never

Are We Remembering? 

When news of Red China’s ant. 
American propaganda is heard jy 
this country, few are aware of th 
background of this hatred. Hay 
we forgotten the Opium Wars 9 
only 100 years ago —a very shor 
time in China’s long memory? A\. 
though every school boy studie 
about this sorry tale, it is rarely mep. 
tioned in connection with presen, 
attitudes. But to understand the C}j. 
nese today and the effectiveness of 
Red propaganda, we must bear jp 
mind that for many generations th 
British forced the people of Indi 
to raise poppies and produce opium, 
and at the same time forced th 
Chinese government to permit it 
sale as a British monopoly, bringing 
enormous profits to British businey 
interests and to China, corruption 
and death. Both the Indians and the 
Chinese were helpless, for the white 
men had guns. 

Twice in the 19th century, the 


British made war on China when} 


the Chinese tried to enforce their 
own laws against the opium trade, 
and in both cases the Chinese had 
to surrender and pay huge indemni- 
ties for the damage they had don 
to Britain’s business! Finally, in 
1858, the British forced China to 
legalize the sale of opium. Hatred of 
the white West finally produced a 
revolt, the Boxer rebellion of 1900. 
Milton Mayer points out in The 
Progressive (March, 1955) that the 
word Boxer means “the fist of right- 
eous harmony.” An alliance of 
Western powers, which included 
5,000 American soldiers, repressed 
the Boxer Rebellion, but 300 white 
had been murdered and _ grea 
quantities of the white man’s goods, 
including thousands of cases of 
opium, were destroyed. China was 
required to pay the members of the 
“Christian” nations of the West an 
indemnity of $330,000,000, 4 
which $24,000,000 was paid to th 
U. S. Later the U. S., in honesty, 
announced that its losses in th 
Boxer Rebellion had been grossly 
overestimated by the indemnity 
commission, which had just used 
the occassion to rob the Chines 
still more. The U. S. put its losses 
at $11,000,000 and _ refunded 
$13,000,000 to China — naively an 
nouncing its hope that its allies 
Russia, Germany, France and Brit 
ain would do the same. 

Hatred of America faded almos 
instantly—even though the Chines 
Exclusion Act was still in force 
From then on, despite the Exclu 
sion Act, the Chinese felt friendly 
toward Americans. and with tha 
refunded $13,000,000 they estab 
lished a National Fund to finance 
study in American universities for 
young Chinese. This Fund was nev 
er deflected from this purpose, ané 


it was never pilfered, though fle

grant corruption persisted in most 
Chinese government transactions. 
Thus the U. S. reclaimed the good- 
will of China and became deeply 
pound to the educated classes. 
Then came the war against Japan 
in 1941 and we flooded the world 
with our military propaganda con- 
cerning the yellow  so’s-and-so’s. 
While the U. S. military forces aid- 
ed China against Japan, wherever 
the American military went, there 
were “incidents” and constant em- 
phasis On white superiority. And 
the Chinese never forgot for one 
moment that Japan had been arm- 
ed by the West and chiefly by the 
U.S. It was at this point that Com- 
munist propaganda began to build 
on the past and to stir up current 
resentments — “Drive the white 
man out of Asia,” “End Western 
exploitation” — they have had no 
trouble finding material both recent 
and historical. The past takes its 
toll of the present. The Christians 
of China (of which, fortunately, 
there are some three or four mil- 
lion) are our only representatives of 
goodwill, and while they are now 
subjected to the Marxist state, there 
is much evidence that their witness 
of truth and goodwill continues. 


YUGOSLAVS ABANDON COL- 
LECTIVES: Much recent political 
turmoil in the Kremlin has been 
caused by the continued failure of 
the Soviet collectivist agricultural 
program to increase farm produc- 
tion. Even less livestock was report- 
ed in 1954 than in 1928 at the start 
of the land collectivization system. 
And now there are 40 million more 
Russians to feed. 

Thus the news that Yugoslavia 
has abandoned the collectivist sys- 
tem in agriculture will have a pro- 
nounced effect upon the attitudes of 
the mass of Russian peasants whose 
resistance to collectivization has 
been the major cause of failure in 
Soviet agriculture. Collectivism is 
now being abandoned in Yugo- 
slavia due to the successful resist- 
ance of the peasants. While there 
have been no Official announcements 
of this change by the Yugoslav 
Government, reports have reached 
this country from several sources 
that officials of the regime have 
made it clear on several recent oc- 
casion that no further attempts 
would be made to collectivize the 
land, and since less than 1000 col- 
lective farms remain (there were 
over 6000 a few years ago), the 
system is expected to disappear. 


EL SALVADORE increased its 
public health appropriations from 
200,000 colones (native coin, value 
3$¢) in 1940 to 3,300,000 colones 
in 1953. Few if any governments 
in the world could show propor- 
tionate improvement.

in the way these politico-military figures expect it. Will they never learn? 
Since the extremists have proved to be in error repeatedly, the most 
important thing, as Between The Lines has urged for years, is to enlarge 
our grasp of the nature of the Communist strategy. 


HE BASIC COMMUNIST STRATEGY has always been to use mili- 
tary assault ONLY when it is a part of an internal revolutionary up- 
rising. There have never been exceptions to this strategy. For instance, in 
the Theses and Statutes of the Communist Revolution (Division II, Section 
9), it is stated that “The mass struggle of the proletariate is really a whole 
system of activity growing ever more acute in form and logically leading 
to the uprising from within against the capitalist state. In this warfare of 
the masses, developing into civil war, the guiding party of the proletariate 
must secure every and all legal positions, making them its auxiliaries in 
the revolution . . . subordinating all . . . to the mass struggle.” Which in 
plain non-doctrinaire language means that no Communist advance shall be 
attempted until the revolutionary agitators have so infiltrated the “capital- 
ist state” they can direct the uprising towards full scale civil war and seize 
posts of government so that nothing can stop the revolutionary action. 
They did that in China, Korea, Indochina — elsewhere. 
WHILE THE REDS MIGHT STRIKE at the small islands of 
Matsu and Quemoy, as a matter of military necessity, for the islands are 
like infected thorns in their flesh, you can depend on it they will not 
launch a full scale attack on Formosa or any place else until they have 
prepared for it in their own way. They will first thoroughly infiltrate the 
areas, win over large sections of the local “proletariate” — and in the in- 
stance of Formosa, secure the vigorous aid of numerous indigenous revo- 
lutionaries in the revolt against Chiang Kai-shek’s rule. Since it is freely 
admitted that Chiang established himself on Formosa by the massacre 
and imprisonment of thousands of native Formosans and has maintained 
his power there only by police state methods, the Red agitators will have 
abundance of rebellious people with whom they can work secretly, despite 
all the window dressing American dollars have provided. 


HE ALTERNATIVE TO WAR should be clear to all men of sanity, 

courage and goodwill. The business of the American military establish- 
ment is to defend the U. S. and not to force the world to follow our will. 
We haven’t the blood or treasure to pursue such a military policy, es- 
pecially under adverse circumstances. We should quit trying to accomplish 
with guns and bombs what military weapons and threats cannot accomplish. 
We must above all awaken to the indisputable fact that atomic power is 


so vast in its cosmic limitlessness, it can only keep the world secure if

A U.S. Dictatorship—Now 


The right to interfere with and 
confiscate a citizen’s mail is a pre- 
rogative of tyranny. You may have 
heard that the U. S. Post Office 
bans foreign periodicals which sup- 
posedly contain Communist propa- 
ganda. But that isn’t half of it. 
Banned also are publications that 
served valiantly to oppose com- 
munism, according to Worldover 
Press. In London, a program called 
The Movement For Colonial Free- 
dom has campaigned to get British- 
ers to use their influence for ending 
colonialism everywhere as a means 
of robbing the Marxists of one of 
their greatest selling points. Sixty- 
nine members of Parliament belong 
to the MCF. Yet its literature has 
been stopped by our Post Office offi- 
cials when mailed to addresses in 
this country. There is also a strong 
peace movement in Britain that ad- 
vocates efforts to prevent an atomic 
war by encouraging pacifism and 
neutralism on the part of the Eng- 
lish and Europeans. This is a view- 
point which Americans at least have 
a right to read about, to disagree 
with or agree to. But more than a 
thousand copies of the publication 
of this British organization, Peace 
News, have been stopped at Boston. 

Basic principles are at stake: Why 
should a petty official in the Post 
Office or any other department of 
our Government have the right to 
decide what Americans may or may 
not read? There are many university 
professors, scholars and editors who 
need to keep informed on Commu- 
nist views and attitudes. Are we 
stronger or weaker when we are not 
permitted to know the thoughts and 
the intentions of an adversary? Such 
noted specialists on Russian affairs 
as George Kennan and others have 
protested this high-handed dictator- 
ship over the American mind. 


Yalta 


Here is a current impartial balance 
sheet on the Yalta papers — from 
such authoritative editorial sources 
as the Washington Post, Washington 
Star, N. Y. Times and others: The 
GOP charge stands that Roosevelt 
was a sick man, near death, entirely 
unfit for the sharp dealings he faced.

Much of the political controversy 
over Yalta hinges on the final ap- 
praisal of Gen. MacArthur’s judg- 
ment concerning the need of Rus- 
-sian aid at that time —a question 
which will never be cleared up 
until all records are made avail- 
able. When the Yalta _ papers 
were published, he rushed in to 
dissociate himself from the Con- 
ference, since he has now been built 
up as the oracle of the extremist 
right-wing of the GOP. He claimed 
that “If I had been consulted .. . I 
would most emphatically have rec- 
ommended against bringing the So- 
viet into the Pacific war at that late 
date.” Although MacArthur was not 
at Yalta, his views had great weight 
there, and it is claimed by top brass 
that he sent many messages to the 
Chiefs of Staff during that period, 
pleading that concessions “be made 
which would bring Russia into the 
war.” Moreover, the Forrestal Dia- 
ries contain an entry written 16 days 
after Yalta, in which Forrestal re- 
ports on his visit with MacArthur. 
The general was still insistent that 
everything possible be done to get 
Russia into the war, claiming that it 
would require 60 Russian divisions 
to pin the Japanese armies down in 
the North. MacArthur now claims 
that there must have been a mistake 
in editing the Forrestal Diaries, but 
Walter Millis, noted author and edi- 
tor, who edited the Diaries, counters 
that “there was no mistake — the 
quotation as it appears in the book 
is an exact reproduction of Mr. For- 
restal’s own diary notes.” A Wash- 
ington editor sums up, “It’s Mr. 
Forrestal’s records against the gen- 
eral’s recollections.” 


What will the total record show? 

The publishing of the Yalta pap- 
ers did much damage to U. S. re- 
lations abroad. Future negotiations 
will be impaired by the fresh evi- 
dences of political factions in Wash- 
ington which will barter anything 
for their own political advancement. 


BREAKFAST AT SCHOOL: 
Chicago high school students can 
now get breakfast at school for a 
small charge. This reflects the chang- 
ing pattern of American home life 
—with many mothers working, oth- 
ers sleeping late, children have been 
increasingly arriving at school with 
no breakfast at all or else picking 
up a hamburger and a coke at the 
drug store or hot dog stand. 


CHILD LABOR: An encourag- 
ing note in the world labor market 
is the steady decrease in child la- 
bor. In some lands, child labor has 
been eliminated altogether; in many 
advanced countries, it now stands 
at only one per cent. An odd quirk 
here, though: taking the world as a 
whole more girls of 16 or under are 
employed than boys of that age.

administered by an international community police power. Left to the dis- 
posal of self-seeking nationalism, atomic destruction becomes inevitable. 
Such a world community police force could be instituted without being 
given powers to interfere with any nation’s independence except where that 
nation threatened the independence and life of other nations. (See BTL, 
Mar. 15) With part of the money thus saved we could then set out to 
make fools of the Reds by the ingenuity, force and skill with which we 
implement an economic and social self-help program for all depressed 
areas. We must firmly grip these facts and influence others to this deeper 
understanding, if we would save the world from the horror of atomic war, 
the tyranny of communism — or possibly both. 


ET’S FIND OUT: One of the most respected scientific bodies in this 

country, the Federation of American Scientists, has asked the United 
Nations to institute a study of how much the atomic and hydrogen bomb 
tests may be poisoning the whole world’s atmosphere. The Federation, 
comprising more than 2,000 leading scientists and engineers, over half 
of whom have worked in the atomic field, have also requested that the UN 
determine a possible safety limit for the present and the protection of fu- 
ture generations and suggests that the UN might set up a continuous mon- 
itoring service to detect and control bomb tests throughout the world. 


THUS THE HISTORIC AND DANGEROUS SPLIT in attitudes 
between the scientists and the military fanaticism of our day — which 
dominates the Atomic Energy Commission and the scientists employed 
by the AEC — is brought into the open. (The gingerly way news of this 
demand was handled also testifies to the manner in which public informa- 
tion is now being dominated by military interests and pressures.) As we 
have frequently reported during past months, the military and the AEC, 
through their scientific advisers, insist that there is no danger from radia- 
tion as a result of the bomb tests so far, that, as has been extensively pub- 
licized, residents of this country have only been exposed to radiation 
equivalent to one chest X-ray. 


BUT THE PUBLIC HAS HEARD LITTLE of the other side, 
that leading geneticists point to the fact that only about one person in a 
hundred has ever had a chest X-ray, and that if all U. S. citizens should 
have such an X-ray within a given period, with new knowledge now at 
hand, there would be grounds for much concern over the genetic effects 
of even that much widespread radiation on future generations. The point 
is, most scientists are convinced that we still know far too little about the 
nature of radiation and its effects upon human life, that until we learn 
more, further contamination may expose humanity to serious consequences. 

THIS DEBATE IS FURTHER HIGHLIGHTED by the frequent 
publication of AEC-sponsored reports on the health of the survivors of 
the Hiroshima bombing, statements filled with reassuring statistics, mini- 
mizing almost to point zero the harmful effects of radiation on the atom 
bomb survivors. Yet Japanese Government medical reports flatly contra- 
dict these AEC releases, and the world’s leading scientists and geneticists 
not only refer to the sufferers in Hiroshima in a very different tone from 
the AEC reports, but present scientific evidence to show that it is much 
too soon for such conclusions to be drawn, that several more generations 
must be observed before sound deductions can be made. 

Here is the gist of this eerie contention, so charged with meaning 
for all of us: The military and the military-minded AEC says the Com- 
munist threat is so great that we must keep shooting the stuff off, regard- 
less, and that from what we know it won’t hurt — much. Most scientists 
say: the Communist menace is great but there are many ways to meet it; 
whereas the laws of nature are irrevocable and inevitable. We know too 
little about the danger of radiation; the decisions of the AEC are based 
on inconclusive experiments. There is much evidence that terrible conse- 
quences can ensue, given the number of generations for genetic laws to 
function fully. It is inhuman and morally wrong to gamble the life and 
health of future generations to solve a problem in this one area—especially 
when we have done so little to meet the problem constructively. 


Any effort on the part of the U. S. to suppress, ignore or sidetrick 
this action by the Federation of American Scientists will provide the 
Communists with potent propaganda indeed concerning “American war- 
mongering” and the indifference of our military to the safety of the peo- 
ples of the world.

Church, according to World Coup. 
cil of Churches figures. The Bap 
tist Church in Moscow has a mem. 
bership of about 4,000 and seats 
over 2,000. Many authoritatiy 
American observers have visited this 
Moscow Baptist Church and alway 
report capacity audiences — even 
for midweek services. There ar 
over three million Russian Baptist 
with, of course, many churches. Ye 
Father Bissonnette reported just 4 
few” Baptists in Russia, said hk 
knew of only one Baptist Churd 
in Moscow and it had a “small con 
gregation of about 200.” 

Actually, 55 churches are now 
open in Moscow, only one of which 
is Roman Catholic, according to th 
N. Y. Times observers. Father Bis 
sonnette called this only “a few.”

Tk 
German Christians report that 
Bishop Dibelius, German Protestant 
leader in the struggle against Hitler 
ian fascism, has again challenged 
communism in a sermon in Eas 
Berlin before a congregation gather 
ed in the 13th century Marienkirche 
As head of the German Evangel:
